An interesting bit of history 
is 
brought to light by the visit of W. P. 
Sutton of Washington to our city 
Thursday. 
Mr. Sutton is lobbyist in 
congress in the interest of an appropri­ 
ation for St. Joseph harbor and is paid 
for his services by both cities. 
It is 
said that tb‘*re is no lobbyist in Wash­ 
ington who has a greater “ pull” with 
congressmen than he. This is prob­ 
ably due to the fact that during the 
election of lsiMj, he was secretary of the 
National Congressional committee and 
greatly aided the election of republican 
representatives in doubtful districts. 
Hence he has the high regard of the 
congressmen. 
In fact he is one of the 
shining lights in Washington and it is 
said that he is slated by President Mc­ 
Kinley for a gilt edged appointment 
presumably tnat of third assistant sec­ 
retary of state. 


Of course all of that is interesting in 
a degree but the really interesting 
point about Mr. Sutton is that for years 
he was a school teacher on a very 
»mall salary in a small school house in 
our neighboring village of Coloma.

After he had taught nehool for sev­ 
eral years Mr. Sutton made the ac­ 
quaintance of D. M. Ferry, the Detroit 
politician who succeeded in getting 
Sutton appointed to a sma'l consulate 
in Mexico. 
Mr. Sutton held that job 
through two republican administrations 
then moved to Washington, bung out 
his shingle as attorney and has since 
prospered.

Washington, Feb. 22.—The sundry 
civil appropriation bill was reported to 
the house yesterday and shows the ex­ 
treme ettort being made to cause the 
Dingley law to create a surplus. The 
mo§t oxtraordinary economy is evident 
as compared to previous bills. 


In Michigan, for Instance, where 
usually this bill took care of sundry 
harbors all around the shore, not a 
single continuous contract is remem­ 
bered except the canal across the Ke­ 
weenaw peninsula, where Congressman 
Sheldon pulls out $450,000 in addition to 
the usual sums for the salaries of gov­ 
ernment employes. 


Nothing else comes to Michigan save 
this: Light and fog signal station, St. 
Martin Island, the entrance to Green 
Bay, $15,000; Ludington light and fog 
signal station, $4,500; Poe lleef light 
ship, straits of Mackinac, $1,500. 


The sundry civil bill appropriates 
$44,749,893» being $13,234,541 less than 
the regular and suppiemental|estimates, 
and $8.8<)1.85)0 less than the appropria­ 
tions for the current fiscal year. 


The bill carries $225,000 for the deep 
waterways commission, no estimate 
having been submitted by the war de­ 
partment, but, only $100,000 for the 
Paris exposition, for which $499,000 
was recommended: $420.000 for the en­ 
largement of military forts, where $2,- 
000,000 was recommended, and $1.'},- 
210i<)l3 for river and harbor work, in 
place of $18,093.007 recommended.

OlvM It Ont In Advance That A lleged In­

W ashington, Feb. 22.—Yesterday’s de­ 
velopments in the Maine disaster were 
of a negative character, greatly to the 
disappointment of a considerable num­ 
ber of persons who were looliing for 
some startling discovery by a divcir 
working in the sunken hull.

obvious reasons Captain Sigsbee at H a­ 
vana Is making the most strenuous ef­

Maine. It was a knowledge of the cap­ 
tain’s desire that probably led Consul 
General Lef; to notify the state depart­ 
ment of the need of more divers. This 
had the desired e'i^ct, fur the navy de­ 
partm ent took action to send more help.

Havana dispatches contain the fol­ 
lowing Information: The board of in­ 
quiry into the Maine disaster met cn 
the lighthous5 tender Mangrove at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning with Captains 
Sampson and Chadwick and Lieutenant 
Commanders Potter and Marix present. 
Captain Sampson presided, and Lieu­ 
tenant Commander Marix, recently ex­ 
ecutive oilioer of the Maine, acted as 
recorder. Captain 
Sigsbee, the 
com­ 
mander of the Maine, was the first wit­ 
ness called. He was under examination 
until 1 o’clock in the afternoon, at which 
hour an adjournment was taken. Cap­ 
tain Sampson received the Associated 
Press correspnnt^at Immediately after 
the morning session of the board. He

W ashington, Feb. 22.—Representatlv 
Lewis, of Washington, who has just 
returned from Ottawa, where he went 
to appeal to the Canadian government 
for some modification of the Canadian 
regulations requiring American miners 
bound for the Klondike to procure their 
licenses at Vancouver, Victoria or Daw­ 
son City, says he found a feeling of 
hostility to concessions to the United 
States, 
especially on account of the 
passage of the Payne-Frye bill, which 
Is designed to prevent BrltlslT vessels 
from sharing In the Alaskan carrying 
trade. The Canadian regulation requir­ 
ing tho Issue of licenses only at the 
points mentioned has aroused the P a­ 
cific coast states, where the belief pre­ 
vails that It will divert much if not 
practically all of the outfitting and sup­ 
ply trade with the Klondike to Victoria 
and Vancouver, This is the whole story 
Both countries want that trade.

Sef ton.the Canadian minister 
however, was ready to do one good turn 
for another. 
Ho proposed a counter 
proposition as a basis of adjustm ent— 
namely, to permit Canadian goods to go 
through the head of the W hite pass In 
bond.

Tlie Leaky MIsRourl River. 


P. R. Spearman writes of “ Queer 
American Rivers” in St. Nicholas. Mr. 
Spearman says: 


W ith all its other eccentricities, the 
^lissouri river leaks badly, for you 
enow thero are leaky rivers as well as 
eaky boats. The government engineers 
onco measured tho flow of the Missouri 
away up in Montana and again some 
lundred m iles farther down stream. To 
their surprise they found that tho Mis­ 
souri, instead of growing bigger down 
stream, as every rational river should, 
w’as actually 20,000 second feet smaller 
at tho lower point. 


Now w hile 20,000 second feet could 
be spared from such a tremendous river 
that am ount of w ater makes a consider 
able stream of itself. 
Many very cele 
crated rivers never had so much water 
in their lives; hence thero wa.s great 
amazement when tho di.screpancy w’as 
discovered. 
But of lato years Dakota 
armors away to tho south and ea.st of 
those points on tho Missouri, sinking 
artesian wells, found immense volumes 
of water whero tho geologists said thero 
wouldn’t bo any. So it is believed thai 
tho farm ers have tajjped the w’ater leak 
ing from th at big holo in the Mis.souri 
river away up in Montana, and from 
theso wells they irrigate largo tracts of 
and, and naturally they don’t >vant 
tho river bed mended. 
Fancy what a 
)lossing it i.s when tho weather is dry 
to havo a river boiling out of your well, 
ready to flow whero you %vant it ovt r 
tho wheatfioids! For of all nmnner of 
w ork that n river can bo put to irriga 
tion is, 1 think, tho most useful.

to wander about underneath the ground?

Upon meeting Lord 
Byron she became the victim of an un- 
foriumite infatuatiun for the poet which 
continued three years and was tbo cause 
of much comment. The poet is said to 
have trilled with her feelings, and a

Lady Caroline led a life of comparative 
Hc'iiu.sion at ih’ufket Mall.

ing.; oiu! day with Mr. Lanib she met at 
il.e park pifrs tin* hear.se which was 
eonveyiug the reiuainsut Lord Byron to 
Ki ustead abbey. 
She was taken home 
insen.silile and a hiuj^ and .severe illness 
folhiNVi'd, (iuring whieh she hud spells 
of in,-unity 
From this time her man­ 
ner aed habits ehan^i’d, and three years 
be tore her death a seiiaration took place 
between her .an<l iier husband, who, 
however, visited her frequently and cor­ 
responded with her.

It may 
bo only an advertisement, but if it is 
it is a very shrewd one and shrewd iu 
two particulars. It seizes upon au es­ 
tablished habit, upon which it can 
reckon as a basis of pecuniary profit. 
There is and must bo pio iu tho daily 
life of tho city. Taking this for granted, 
it then suggests pills as the necessary 
sequence. It does not make tbo blunder 
of ofTering pio as an inducement to take 
the pill advertised. It understands hu­ 
man nature too well for that. Compara­ 
tively few iKiople could bo induced to 
eut ¡lie for the sake of getting pill. Still 
fe\vt:r could bo tempted to swallow pill 
on the bribe of pio afterward. No. But 
lots (if people will do wrong with tho 
exjieetation of repenting after they have 
enjoyed themselves and lots of people 
will eat pie knowing that pill must 
follow it who would ou uoaccount take 
their punisiiment before their pleasure.
